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BOSTON IDEAS. 


Old Schoolboys — Mercantile 
Bad Water—Book Notes. 
Bpecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, November 23, 1881.—One of the 
prettiest new notions of the day at the Hub 
is the custom inaugurated a year ago of the 
gathering together of old Boston school boys 
fora grand mutual admiration supper at 
Young’s. It is asimple thing to have a gol- 
den wedding—one has only to get married 
and live fifty years thereafter and net kill off 
one’s better or worser balf during that time. 
But to attend one of those “golden suppers,” 
one must have been a member of one of the 
Boston public schools fifty years since. Last 
year they who were s noolboys in 18°) were 
eligible to receive inv tations, 1nd this year 
the boys of nl gathered round tue festive 
board. It was several days ago that the sup- 
per took place, so it is not strictly as a mat- 
ter of news that I feel called on to speak 
of it now, but because it is alto- 
gether too notable and interesting an idea 
to be passed over in silence. It shows that a 
feeling of kinship aad mutual interest aud 
good fellowship exists between the graduates 
of our public schools, scarcely to be exceeded 
by that of classmates from our most high- 
toned colleges. There was a large assem: 
blage of gentlemen, venerable and gray, 
including many of our _ best-knowa 
Citizens, among whom were the Rev. James 
Freeman Clarke, Gen. H. K. Oliver, and oth- 
ers whose names are known far and near. A 
business meeting was held at which a consti- 
tution and by-laws were reported,making the 
organization a permanent one under the title 
of “Old Boston Schoolboye’ Association.’’ 
The dinner was a jolly one, indeed, when all 
these old fellows became young again for the 
nonce, and old times were renewed, old 
stories retold and old songs resung with 
regular boyish fervor and enjoyment. 

One of the most sensible and practical new 
departures of the day is the proposition 
lateiy made by a prominent dry goods store 
of this city to take young girl graduates from 
our bigh schools into their establishment 
and teach them the business ia all its 
branches. A small sum is to be paid by 
the students, $100 or $150 per vear, but the 
advantages to be.derived wil! far out-balance 
the expenditure, and 1 understand that the 
firm have already been taken at their word 
by some fifty young women of from 18 to 25 
vears ofage. Promotions are to be mide ac- 
cording tu the deserts of these young siu- 
dents, so that those who realy have ability 
and industry may soon become independent. 
This is a realiy sensible way of doing the 
thing. The day bas gone by when, by taking a 
position to sell behind a counter, one 
may learn the business and work uo. 
A salesman of to-day is likely to bea sales- 
man twenty years from nov. The business 
of our large establishments, which are really 
valuable schools, can only be learned by one 
who occupies some sort of independent, in- 
cividual position, und the offer of this house 
gives just such a position to tue young girls 
who accept it. One who pays for instruction 
can demand it, while one who is paid for work 
must give it and keep stil, even if the work 
is such that no possibility of learning acvom- 
panies it. 

W bile speaking of our dry goods establish- 
ments I must mention one of our most prom- 
inent ones, which offers a rare temptation to 
trade there, and that is a generous supply of 
pure spring water for drinking. The water 
is brought from Corey Hill, one of our 
favorite suburban elevations, and is 1 great 


boon in this thirsty district. Boston 
is cegtainly a very thirsty city. The 
water-drinkers are thirsty bec use 


the Cochituate liquid is so very bad that they 
c:n’t verv well drink if, and the non-water 
diinkers are always and everywhere, I be- 
lieve, constitutionally thirsty on principle— 
or lack of it.

Flora, however, was a glutton, and it was 
probably her gluttony that separated her 
from ber friends. A bone in the hands of a 
stranger was an allurement sbe could not re- 
sist, and her weakness was doubttess known 
Hy the one who enticed her away. Still, she 
was sucha dog that after she had eaten the 
meat that was held out to hershe would im- 
mediately run back to her home. Like a 
woman she had her whims, and was as par- 
ticular about them as any spinster. Ode of 
them was that she must be let out of the 
stable at exactly 6o0’clock inthe morning, 
and she was always certain to be back at 7. 
She would run up the street barking, and 
start on a trip among the places in the neizh- 
borhood where she was a welcome visitor. 
Generally she was accompanied by Schwartz 
and Dot, her puppy, now 2 year old. Nearly 


‘verybody between Fifth and Eiguth 
avenues and  “(Fiftv-second and Fifty- 
ninth streets knew Flora, and she was 


a general favorite. Wednesday morning she 
went out as usual, but when the coachman, 
James Williams, came in at S o’elock, he 
found her dish of milk untouched. He knew 
at once that something had befallen her, and 
he instituted inquiries. The man who let the 
other dogs in said that he noticed Flora was 
absent, but supposed she was somewhere 
about. Night came on aud no trace of Mora 
bad been found. An advertisement was in- 
Serted inthe papers offering a liberal re- 
ward, but stating no amount. Taatdd not 
bring back the dog, and Mr. Loriliard re- 
solved to ferret out the thief and punish him. 
He sccordingly offered $500 for the arrest and 
conviction of ihe person whe stole the au- 
mal Detectives yesterday took up the search. 
Mr. Lorillard was inclined to think that Flora 
was stolen by a person who knew her value 
and her fondness for eating. There is little 
doubt that she was enticed away while in 
front of the stable. She probably followed a 
person with a piece of meat to a house or 
building of some sort, where she was made a 
prisoner. 1 don’tsee how it was possible 
for any one to keep her,“ said the coachman, 
for sbe never was away before. 
bave aroused the whole neighborhood when 
she found that she was detained against her 
Will.“ There are but three or four of Fiora’s 
puppies in the city, and searcely a hundred 
dogs of the kind iu che whole country.

When one of 
them disappears there is a great stir, and no 
peace is known until it is returned. The field 
is the best inthe city for dog stealers, and 
for the past eight weeks they have been oper- 
ating init quite extensively. Withina week 
five dogs have been stolen, although none of 
them were worth as much as Mr. Lorillard’s. 
Between four and five o’clock last

Scott’s Piano. 
From the Euinburzh + cotsman. 


At a marriage which took place in Edin- 
burgh a short time ago, the presents received 
by the bride embraced an old piano, prized 
as having been a gift to her mother’s family, 
so far back as the year 1817, from Sir Walter 
Scott. lt was understood to have been tye 
instrument on which Sir Walter’s daughters, 
Apne and Sophia, bad received their first in- 
strnction in music; nut haying only 36 notes, 
it had been replaced by a more modern piano 
suitable to their advancement. It is of the 
spinet form, and looked, at the date referred 
tu, as it it had belonged to the middle of 
the last century, the name it bore being 
„John & Hugh Watson, Edinburgh, makers, 
from London.“ For 12 vears the piano again 
did good service in the school-rooin, but was 
ugain deposed to meet the requirements of 
advanced pupils. Let it retained an honored 
place inthe heart, especially of one who had 
enjoyed the friendsh p and conitidence of 
Scott, before he was recognized as the author 
of Waverley. It was always spoken of as 
„Old Sir Walter,“ and accompanied its 
owners in many coanges long after it had 
ceased to “discourse sweet musie;“ 
though, sodth to say, for many 
years it occupied the place of a lobby table. 
In 1854 the instrument descended to the sec- 
ond generation, which necessitated a long 
aud weary journey. Age bad brought infirm- 
ities and very shaky legs, but no better ref- 
uge was forthcoming than the corner ofa 
bath-room. Here it remained undisturbed 
until 1872, when another change brought it 
back to Edinbureh, when, alas, the new own- 
er could not afford even standing-room. An 
asylum was found atthe relic-room of tue 
Scott monument, but the piano was 
deemed too large for admission, Oaly 
one alternative rémained—that of ampu- 
‘ation.

THE FUEL FAMINE. 


Coal Still Dangerously Scarce—The Strike 
Ending—Notes From the Miues. 


The coal famine is no further away than it 
has been during the past week. Only enough 
coal is let in by the railroads and the pooled 
operators to supply the town from day to day, 
and this hand to mouth way of doing business 
seems to be intended to continue indefinitely, 


The stiike among the miners seems 
to be gradually petering out. Each day more 
men are returning to work, and yet that fact 
does not increase the supply of coal brought 
into this city a bushel a day. 

It is now asserted among those best posted 
on the situation that a hitherto un- 
suspected partner in the pool was 
the Bridge Transit Coinpany. Tuis company 
ccllects one and three-quarter cents on every 
bushel of coal broughtinto St. Louis from the 
Illinois shore, simply for the transter. Subse- 
quent switching is extra. Considering the 
amount of coal broughtinto this citv in car 
load lots, this tax, ranging from AN 70to fia 
car, israther oppressive. Thecoal pool and 
the railway purtners in it, to take one 
special firm merely as an instance, mike 
Chouteau, Harrison & Valle pay just 865 a 
day tribute for doing business, Every other 
tim doing business in this city is mulcted in 
proportion. This $5 is the sum over and 
ubove the legitimate price of coal which the 
manipulated market makes the firm named 


pay. 

Dr. Lumagbi reports that all of the mines on 
the Vandalia road except Troy,Confidence and 
Abbey No. 3 are not working. The Doctor is 
still unable to get cars to bring his coal to mar- 
ket, altbough the Vandalia Line has coal cars 
enough to supply the whole demand of the

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Witnesses Examined in the Court 
of Criminal Correction To-day. 


Gov. Johnson’s Case Nearly Closed--- 
Scenes in Ceurt---F all Report 
of the Evidence. 


At 10:30 o’clock this morning the trial of 
Morgan Boland on a charge of perjury was re- 
sumed in theCourt of CriminalCorrection before 
Judge Cady on the bench and a miscellaneous 
crowd in the court-room. Before reading the 
case a number of minor offenses were disposed 
of, and the mellifiuous baritone voice of Dep- 
uty Carr was heard wafting itself 
against the old clock, threatening to 
stop it, as he announced the temporary or 
permanent discharge of a number of witnesses 
summoned to appear in the several cases call - 
ed. As Jeff Chandler took his seat he re 
marked that if the case was not concluded by 


Wednesday the church people would have op- 
portunity to test the efficacy of prayer in re- 

ard to his client, as he thought by that time 
Johnson would be able to get all the preachers 
intcwn to pray for him. Counsel were on 
hand early—Mesers. Krum, Glover and 
Noland forthe State and Messrs. Chandler 
and Turner for the defendant. Ex.-Gov. 
Chaz. P. Johnson was also in attendance 
bright and early, looking as clear in counte- 
nance as he no doubt feels in conscience. 
Morgan Boland camein fifteen minutes late, 
with his hair oiled and slicked down, a clean 
shave, and a general appearance of injured 
innocence. Police Commissioner Cupples ap- 
pearedinthe room a short time before the 
case was called and had a consultation with 
Mr. Chandler. He smiled upon the temporarily 
distinguished defendant, shook hands with 
him, and, afteralong and earnest conversa- 
tion with Messrs. Chandler and Turner, spoke 
a few words to Boland. Then he took his seat 
within the bar. Heis a witness for the defense. 

The prosecution resumed the examination 
of its witnesses. John D. Finney was first 
calied, but did not answer. Counsel asked for 
an attachment for witness and tae court or 
dered it to issue. 

Maj. Geo, W. Gilson then took the stand. 
Last January witness represented the Globe- 
Democrat as correspondent in Jeffersen City. 
Wasthere always except rhaps Saturday 


afternoons and Sundays. A copy 
of the Globe-Democrat of Monday, 
January 31, was presented to witness. 


lie did not write the article contained therein 
on ‘‘Fish Culture,’’ contained in a letter writ- 
ten from Jefferson City, 1eporting a meeting 
heldin Johnson's room, on Saturday, January 
29. 
Mr. Chandler objected to the article as testi 
mopy. He didu't knowthat that paper was 
particularly reliable. Also objected to the 
witness stuting who wrote the article. The 
Court sustained both objections. 

Witness came down from Jefferson City on 
the 29th. Didn’t remember having seen Gov. 
Johnson on the train. Usually remembered 
the people he saw or met on 
the train. Didn't remember that Gov. John- 
son was on that train. 

On cross-examination witness said he never 
published anything he did not know to be 
true. 

senator E. C. Cabell testified that he was 
present at a meeting of a committee of the Im- 
migration Society in Jefferson City in the latter 
part of January in Gov.

Mr. Krum: Was Gov. Johnson present? 

Mr. Turner objected. No date had been fixed 
for that meeting. The courtailowed the ques- 
tion to be answered.

Witness was there, and Mr. Fitch and Mr.Mor- 
rison Rensbaw. Also several memoers of the 
House Committee.

By Mr. Krum: Witness recalled a conference 
with Gov. Johnson prior to Mr. Ren- 
shaw’s arrival in Jefferson City. 
Neither Renshaw nor Fitch was present at 
this conference. At it they agreedjvw hold a 
formal meeting of the Immigration Committee. 

John D. Finuey next took the stand. 

Mr. Krum: At any time between January 25 
last and February 15 did Gov. Johnson say 
anything to you about the appointment of 
Larry Harrigan as Chief of Detectives? 

Mr. Chandler objected, but the objection was 
afterwards withdrawn. 

Witness said he had no recollection that 
Gov. Johnson had ever spokento him about 
police matters during his (witness’) entire 
term of oftice. Witness’ relations at that 
time were rather unfriendly. 

On cross-examivation witness said his ver- 
sonal ielations with Gov. Johnson were un- 
Pleasant and unfriendly,but witness’ opinion 
ot Gov. Johrson was a high one. Witness 
could explain why he was unfriendly to Gov. 
Johnson at that time if the court’ 
wanted him to do so. Witness’ 
brother was on good terms with Gov.Johnson.

Murderers’ Row Will Shortly Have One In- 
mate Less. 


In the case of Henry Erb, the murderer, a 
telegram published elsewhere announces that 
the judgment of the St. Louis Criminal Court 


has been affirmed by the Supreme Court and 
that a thirty days’ stay of execution has been 
granted the prisoner. 

This means that Erb will be hanged about 
the first of Janaary. Erb, 1t will be remember- 
ed, is an old hand-cart pusher, and murdered 
his wife in a most brutal manner, a year anda 
valf ago, coming up behind her and cutting 
her with a knife.

The Guiteau Trial. 
WASHINGTON, November 28.—The Criminal 
Court room was densely crowded this morning, 
and at 10 o’clock Mrs. Scoville resumed her tes- 


timony. She described Guiteau’s actions dur- 
ing her in 1878, and said she was 


tien convinced he was insane and should be 
put in an asylum. 

Frequent objections were raised by counse 
jor the prosecution to the character of the 
questions propounded by Scoville, and a con- 
tinuous discussion ensued between counse! 
upon the admissibility of certain evidence. 
At times some irritability was manifested. 

The witness does not understand the rules 
of evidence, gentlemen, said Scoville. 

‘‘Yes, but you are supposed to,’’ was the 
reply. : 

The witness, asked if she had ever before 
been upon the witness stand, replied with em- 
phasis, No, and I'm not a lawyer either.“ 

Mrs. Scoviile’s examination was concluded 
and the cross-examination was postponed to 
allow Geo. D. Burroughs of Chicago to testify, 
as he desired to leave the city. 

This witness boarded with Scoville at the 
time of Guiteau’s visit in 1878 and made up 
his mind the prisoner was either a fool or 
crazy. lle was satisfied Guiteau was unset- 
tied inintellect. There was a brief interval 
before the next witness appeared and Guiteau 
took advantage of the opportunity and broke 
out with: ‘‘I desire to tell all these crank news- 
paper men that I appear here as my own coun- 
sl. That is my answer to all the silly

Canadlan Seigniories. 
From the New York Graphic. 


Does the average reader know what a 
seigniory ix’ It is safe to say that he does 
not, and further that a good many readers 
above the average do nut know that the 
sbadow of a very sizeable relic of feudality 
exists on this continent. The Province of 
(Juebec, extending for a long distance don 
ve Gulf, was onee parceled out and divided 
up into grants held from the Crown, where 


the landed proprietor established him- 
self, the population for miles around 
him as dependent upon him almost as 


on the lord of the castle in old feudal times. 
They held their farms as tenants, paying him 
vearly tithes, and were unable to buy or sel 
except they obtained his permission. These 
grants were Known as seigniories and covered 
many square miles of land. The lord of the 
manor had bis house in some eligible situa- 
tion and about him gathered his tenaats, 
their descendants a primitive and simple- 
minded peopie to this day, the Frenca ele- 
ment largely predominating and the language 
prevailing nearly everywhere. ‘The restric- 
tions under which the tenants held their 
lands have gradually been removed. 
The mill that each se‘goior was 
obliged to maintain is fast going to 
decay, and in most cases the occupants of the 
farms are now the absolute owners of the 
lund they cultivate. But they still honor the 
occupanta of the manor house with the 
old title, and pay him regularly their yearty 
tithe, which, however, has dwindled to such 
small preportions as to be scarcely worthy of 
c lection. The farmers in this section, 
though a thrifty and industrious people, are 
mostly in very moderate circumstances, as 
the seasons are too short to admit of very 
abundant crops. In many cases the manor 
houses have passed into the hands of wealthy 
residents of Quebec and Montreal, who 
occupy them during the summer season. 


German Military Tactics. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Gen. Roberts, of Afghanistan fame, was 
sent in August last to Germany by hia Gov- 
ernment to attend the autumn maneuvers of 
the Hanever and Schleswig-Holstein Army 
Corps. The Prussian system and its perfec- 
tion of organization, in his opinion, consti- 
tute the mest finished and easily worked 
fighting machine the world has known. To 
such perfection has its organization been 
brought, he says, that in one nigut any army 
corps can be mobilized. He was told that io 
the bureau of the general staff letters were 
ready stamped and addressed to every de- 
partment and commanding oflicer of the sev- 
eral army corps, only requiring the dates to 
be filled in for dispatch in ten minutes.
